THE GOVERNOR NOT A CANDIDATE FOR 
A THIRD TERM. 


Organization of the Pennsylvania Legis

ALBANY, N. Y.. Jan. 6.—Gov. Hill, in his an- 
nual message to the Legislature, says: 

**In entering upon the seventh and last 
year of my service as Chief Executive of the 
State I will not affect to conceal my gratifica- 


tion at the fact that for the first time durin 
seven years the Bo a wen branch o 
the ture is in polit accord with the 
Executive. I congratulate youand the peo- 
ple of the State that notwithstanding the 
ence of an unfair and ae apportion- 
ment, the popular voice has at last found ex- 
ression in the selection of one house of the 

Slature which is in harmony with the 
sentiments of a majority of the people.’’ 

The first paragraph of thé above is accepted 
as an Official announcement that he will not 
be a candidate for a third term. 

The Governor calls upon the legislature to 
ot ghee for the enumeration ofthe people of 

hé State in order that ‘‘fairand just appor- 
tionment may followin due time.’’ He ad- 
vises a general revision of the excise laws to

Concorp, N. H., Jan. 6.—The Supreme

The Sugar Trust. 

NEW YoOrRK,; Jan. 6.—The report of the re- 
ceivers of the Sugar Trust is ready for pre- 
sentation tothe court. It only remains to be 
signed. It willbe the first in the history of 
this gigantic Organization of capital. The 
affairs ofno business concern were ever so 
zealously guarded. It has been impossible 
for the public, or even the stockholders them - 
selves, to get information. In all accounts 
Receivers Slocum and White have had a hard 
time obtaining the facts, for they could not 
get hold of the original books of the trust,but 
only a duplicate set, in which the items 
did not match, aud from which even 
expert accountants could not make up 
balances. Neither could they get hold of the 
property. The report will be rather sensa- 
tional reading and will be followed, it is said, 
by action by the Attorney-General of the 
State. Thereare hints of the discovery of 
absence of assets. Receiver Havemeyer will, 
it is stated, not concurin the report of the 
other two receivers. He has a personal in- 
terest in the property, and it would, If the 
stories as to the nature of the re- 
port are correct,, be altogether too 
much like self -cofldemnation for him 
to agree in the conclusions of 
Messrs. Slocum and White. Photographs of 
many documents of the trusts have been 
taken by order of the receivers. These will, 
it is understood, figure prominently in future 
proceedings. Seldom has anything been 
awaited with as much interest by the invest- 
ment and speculative community as the re- 
port of the receiver's of the Sugar Trust.

\ MAY NOT BE OPENED. 


THE CLIFTON HEIGHTS SCHOOL LIKELY 
TO BE ABANDONED. 


The Result of a Bitter Contest Over the 
Principalship — Three Resignations — 
Changes to Be Made in the Building De- 
partment—School News. 


The Teachers Committee of the School 
Board will have a meeting this afternoon, 
and probably settle the Clifton Heights dis- 
pute by abolishing the new school. The com- 
mittee has been unable to decide whether to 
make itan independent school or not, and 
after providing for the opening ofthe school it 
will now be abandoned probably, and if it 
is, because the teachers and principals anx- 
ious to control it have had such extraordinary 
influence with the committee that really the 
gentlemen could not come to any conclusion 
as to what they wanted to do. This was a 
fight between Miss Ludlow, principal of the 
Gratiot School, who wanted the Clifton 
Heights made a branch of the Gratiot 
or else abolished, and Mrs. O’Neil, who 
wanted it made independent and herself made 
principal. Had there been no dispute over 
the control the school would now be open, but 
these ladies could not agree: and so long as 
they could not they did not permit their 
friends in the committee to agree, and Miss 
Ludlow, therefore, has won her alternative, 
the abolition of the.school. 

A VERY BITTER FIGHT. 

This has been one of the strongest fights 
that the Board has ever had. The new school 
was asked for by the people of Clifton 
Heights for two reasons: First, because they 
form a Hittle community, and they 
found pride in having a school 
all their own, named after 
their suburb and entirely independent 
of any other school; second, because children 
living in Clifton Heights and attending the 
Gratiot have tocross the railroad tracks go- 
ing toand coming from school, which is ex- 
ceedingly dangerous tothe younger ones, to 
allin fact. Then, too, the roads out there are 
not goodand in bad weather there are ugly, 
muddy ditches and gullies which they have to 
cross which make the trip from home toschool 
a very disagreeable one. They applied fora 
school, the request was nted and suitable 
quarters were secured and remodeled for 
school use. No objection was raised to the 
new school until it was learned that in ac- 
cordance with the rule now followed by the 
board it was to be made an independent 
school.: If the Clifton Heights School was 
opened it would take a great many children 
from the Gratiot,and if it was independ- 
ent the number it would draw from the 
Gratiot would reduce the grade ofthat school. 
Miss Ludlow did not want this.She did not wish 
to see the grade of her school reduced therefore 
she wanted the Clifton Heights made a 
branch and if that was done the Gratiot 
would retain its grade. She therefore de- 
clared that if the Clifton Heights was made 
independent there would be war between it 
and the Gratiot and she would do everything 
she could to keep pupils from attending it 
who could be induced to attend the Gratiot. 
Mrs. O’Neil was a candidate for principal of 
the Clifton Heights, and she had a strong 
supporter in Mrs. Erskine. Both sides have 
been busily at work. The Teachers Com- 
mittee made a tri to Clifton 
Heights to examine the rooms ro- 
vided for the school, in order that 
they might obtain from the bare walls a bet- 
ter idea how the school should be managed. 
Miss Ludlow, and several ladies of Clifton 
Heights who were insympathy with her, 
were to receive the committee. After the 
visit the committee returned tothe city, and 
at the next meeting of the board asked fur- 
ther time toreport. They were anted fur- 
ther time, and they will probably report at 
the next meeting, recommending that the 
school should not be opened. It seems to be 
a little peculiar that the fight between 
two teachers over the appointment to the 
fr control of a school shonld have such an ef- 
fect. A great deal of influence had been 
brought to bear on the members of the com- 
mittee, and strenuous efforts have been made 
on both sides, but how the teachers’ fight 
could succeed in killing ore school 
which the board had decid to establish at 
the request of a number of citizens is some- 
thing that might well be explained. 


The Building Department. 


The special committee, of which Mr. Jack 
P. Richardson is Chairman, which was ap- 
pointed to consider the proposed revision of 
the system in use in the building department, 


will meet to-morrow afternoon at 40’clock. 
That department of the Board never has been 
conducted on a common-sense business be 
and the troubles which have grown out of the 
disagreement between Mr. Singleton, 
the Supervisor of Construction, and Mr. 
Lee, the Chief Engineer, led Mr. O’Connell, 
chairman of the Bullding Committee, to sug- 
gest a simpler and more reasonable plan. His 
scheme ts pode) ary a supervisor of build- 
ings, who shall be a practical builder, givea 
gC bond, receive a salary which will jus- 
tify a capable man in or yy! the position 
and have charge of all the ulldings and 
everything connected with them. For ali the 
work of this department he will be 
responsible to the 
tee and the committee will look to him. 
He shall appoint as his assistants a practical, 
mechanical engineer and a superintendent of 
construction, and manage the entire affairs 
of the department, subject only to the Build- 
ing Committee. In other words, the idea is 
to provide a head for a department which has 
heretofore had only disjointed members. The 
committee will probably report in favor of 
this plan, and then there will be a Knotty 
question to solve, who shall get the place. 
The principal candidates are Alfred M. aker, 
an architect and superintendent, James A. 
Noonan and Aaron Sutton.

THE SOROSIS MEETING. 


AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT DISCUSSED BY 
THE MEMBERS. 


‘‘Woman, Whose Life Beyond the For- 
tieth Milestone Is Darkened by 
Shadows, Turning in the Wrong Direc- 
tion’’—The Speakers. 


New YorK, Jan. 6.—At the first Sorosis 
meeting of the new year an unusually large 
number of members and guests assembled 
and it was an exceptionally brilliant and en- 
joyable occasion. Among the women present, 
of whom one reads and hears continually in 
the literary and professional world, were 
Mrs. Clymer and Jennie June, Dr. Lozier and 
Marion Harland, Katherina Kidder, Mrs. Cor- 
liss,the Alaskan traveler; Mrs. Rosenfeld,the 
clever writer and’ sweet singer in Sorosis; 
Mrs. Ravenhilland Mrs. Diehl; Mrs. Holly, 
the missionary to the freedmen; Jean Stuart 
Brown, Mrs. Thomas (Alice Carey’s, ‘‘Little 
Lucy’’), Olive Thorne Miller and Mrs. Cooper 
of the “Fortnightly Club. of Col- 
orado. The Sorosis enjoyed its usual 
luncheon of the )dainties dear to the 
soul of women, listening with delight to the 
singing of original songs by Mrs. Rosenfeld 
and the clever reading of poems, both dra- 
matic and merry, by Miss Brown, and then 
settled down with a sigh of satisfaction to its 
regular discussion,which was inspired on this 
occasion by the question: 

Resolved, That the length of the period of useful- 
ness in human life is contingent ina great measure 
upon individual resolve and individual effort. 

Mrs. Terhune (Marion Harland), the chair- 
man of the day,in her presentation of the 
question left the masculine element to settle 
the matter for themselves, and directed her 
attention to the woman ‘‘whose life beyond 
the fortieth milestone is darkened by shadows 
turning in the wrong direction.’’ 

Physically there is no reason for this, she 
insisted. ‘*‘The climacteric of a healthy 
woman’s life,falling between forty-three and 
forty-six, often leaves her stronger than she 
was in her youth. The decade separating 
forty from fifty is usually a dreary level. The 
active cares of the nursery are remitted. The 
boys and girls are at college, or perhaps mar- 
ried. For the first time since she stood at the 
altar, the wife finds herself at leisure. To 
borrow a mercantile phrase, she takes ac- 
count of stock, and finds she has lost the good 
looks and vivacity of youth. But she can not 
yet subside into the placidity of age that 
finds a harbor in the arm chair above the 
waves of domestic worry. ‘A woman of fifty,’ 
saida woman to me, ‘whose children are 


grown and settled in life, has no place in the 
world. Upto that age she lives upon her 
oe after that she draws upon the prin- 
cipal.’ 

THE THREE DREADFUL D’S 

**Among the blunders that have brought this 
about I place the failure of the woman who 
assumes the cares of a family to Keep herself 
up in mind, body and estate. She has settled 
down to the level of her work and not opened 
a book for days atatime. Talk of the three 
dreadful D’s that should never have shut out 
the social converse—dress, disease and do- 
mestics—has supplanted intelligent commu- 
nication with other minds. She has not made 
change ofairin thought and speech a duty. 
To be ever helpful the mother must not be a 
specialist, but an all-round woman. The 
inability of many others to study and think 
with their children brings me to-another 
reason of premature age. When domestic 
cares press heavily the. intellectual muscles 
are not exercised ; work renders mental labor 
impracticable and love makes it inexpedient; 
study is hardship. A mother is too oid to be 
put toschool, There is one glory in youth 
and another in middle age, and another in 
declining years. You can not be your daugh- 
ter’s twin, but you can be her exemplar. 

‘*My plea is for the middle ground between 
puerllity and senility. It is better to be a well- 
preserved, elderly person than to look likea 
damaged young one. From first to last the 
thing to be feared is rust. Avoid the calam- 
itous distinction by keeping bright and busy. 
‘When people in the street ceased to turn to 
look after me, I knew that all was over,’ said 
the handsomest woman in France, Ninon 
d’Enclos, who, without a tithe of declining 
beauty, wielded her scepter until 380, 
and retained in coqguettis reserve her 
favorable answer toa lover that her coveted 
‘yes’ might be a surprise to him on her 70th 
birthday. Definite employment, observance 
of sanitary conditions, practical and loving 
pampathy wth our fellow men and trust in 
Him who has appomtes to each his work and 
wages, are the best means of! lifting the slur 
of ‘decadence from what should be beautiful 
} and natural ripening.’ ’’

LINCOLN FLATS LEASED FOR A FAMILY 
HOTEL BY JOSEPH GERARDI. 


Plans for Improving the Appearance of the 
Corners of Olive Street and Grand Av- 
enue—An Important Transaction in 
Lucas Place Property. 


Lincoln Flats, located on the southeast cor- 
ner of Olive street and Grand avenue, are to 
be converted into a fashionable West End 
family hotel soon as the premises can be suit- 
ably altered far that purpose. The property 
is one of the four most valuable business cor- 
ners west of Twelfth street. It belongs to the 
estate of Meyer A. Rosenblatt,and the splendid 
improvements were made by him 
only a short time before his death. 
Charles H. -Bailey- was agent for the 
property, which, prior to Mr. Rosenblatt’s 
death, was offered for sale for $200,000. Since 
then, however, Mr. Bailey has been offered a 
big advance on those figures, but Mrs. Rosen- 
blatt has refused to considera proposition to 
sellatany price. She has, however, con- 
sented to makinga lease of the premises to 
Joseph Gerardi, proprietor of the old Plant- 
ers’ House,who will convert the building into 
a family hotel. 

The improvements consist of a very sub- 
stantial three-story brick structure of at- 
tractive design and superior interior finish. 
Being arranged for flats the twoupper floors 
are provided with every modernconvenience, 
the apartments being arranged:in suits of 
rooms which will require but little alteration 
to adapt them to family hotel purposes. The 
ground floor was especially arranged for 
stores and liff# the flats above have com- 
manded high rentals on account of their de- 
sirable location ever since the house was 
completed. Ithasa frontage of 160 feet on 
the south line of Olive street by a depth of 
14712 on the eas} side of Grand avenue. 

The locality is considered the best for busi- 
ness purposes in the West End. Just one 
block south of this, at the northeast corner 
of Lindell and Grand avenues, where the im- 
provements are ofa class barely worth con- 


sidering, grousd was sold for $500 a foot in 
Febrtiary, 1889. Since then the premises on 
the northwest torner of Lindell and Grand 
avenues, no owned by F. A. 
Drew, where (Dr. I. N. Love formerly 
resided, sold fdr about double the price of 
the opposite corner, and the purchase was 
looked upon asa very advantageous one. In 
Mr. Bailey’s ome the ground occupied by 
the Lincoln ‘flats, if it were vacant, would 
readily sell for $800 a foot, and the corner 50 
feet would bring $1,000 a foot. 

There has beqn much said about the neces- 
sity for another first-class West End family 
hotel, and several plans for such a structure 
have been madp. The last one which came to 
public notice contemplated the erection ofa 
sky-piercing and palatial structure on the 
site of J. E. Kaime’s residence at the south- 
west corner of Grand avenue and Morgan 
Street. There was some talk a t Mr. Ger-. 
ardi having ths management of that house, 
but nothing recent has been heard of this 
suggested improvement for some time past. 

Negotiations fora lease of the premises be- 
tween Mrs. Rosenblatt and r. Gerardi 
have been pending for several weeks. When 
the alterations contemplated by Mr. Gerardi 
have been carried out there will be a great 
change in theappearance of the four corners 
at Olive street and G davenue. The stores 
areto be cleared away under the flats and 
from two to three more stories are to be added 
to the height of the present structure.
